THE PACIFIC TREATY.: 


. Londen, Feb. 23. 
It ig reported from Washington that the majority in the 

Senate Foreign Relations Committee is in favour of Mr, Brandagee’s 
proposed reservation to the Pacific Treaty absolving the Unked 
States of any obligation, legal er moral, relating to the insular 
possessions or dominions of any other Powers and stating that. 
consent ef the Congress must first be obtained to any adjustment 
or understanding under Articles one and two, but no obligation 
is imposed to give euch consent. Neither President Harding nor 
Senator Lodge appear irreconcilably epposed to the reservation 
jn this form. Senator Johnson has tabled a reservation limiting 
the signatory Powers rights referred to in the treaty to undisputed 
rights and resetving to the powers full liberty of “judgment in 
any dispute regarding the validity of rights. 


THE GENOA CONFERENCE. 


London, Feb. 23. 


Anglo-French relations have been somewhat clonded recently 
over the subject of the Genca Conference, the French press criticis- 
ing the British Government's failure to reply to the French 
memorandum of Feb. 5, requesting postponement of the Conference 
for three months and demanding the precise settlement of the 
agenda beforehand. The announcement that a-meeting has been 
arranged between Mr. Lloyd George and M. Poincare or the 
French coast on Saturday has relieved the tension and is ‘heartily 
welcomed by the French press as Hkely to lead to an agreement 
on political conditions at the Conference, including respect for 
the Peace Treaties. French newspzpers congratulate M. Benes for 
acting as eonciHator during his visits to Paris and London. They 
declare that M. Benes bas urged the Czecho-Slovakian viewpoint 
that the maintenace and stability of Europe are dependent on a 
ecmplete Anglo-French agreement.

Et is exactly six weeks to-day that the seamen’s strike 
began, and. at the time of writing, a settlement seems as 
far off as ever it did. There have been offers and counter- 
offers. demands and counter-demands. But there appears 
noevidence at the moment to warrant the belief that an 
end of the deadlock has been reached. Indeed. there exists 
in many quarters a feelin of ¢listinct pessimism regarding 
the immediate outlook. It can, however. be said that, 
consi‘lering the total number of meninvolved, Hongkong 
js vopioy with the sttuation wonderfully well. Whereas a 
fortnight ago sbips either gave this port a wide berth or 
eame in and went to anchorage, there to remain, it is quite 
aA common experience now,to see boats both entering and 
clearing.

Hang indicated that intimidating 
words were used. It was ‘an 
illegal act, which cams within 
the meaning of the Ordinance, 
to interfere. with the coolies and 
order them to carry their goods 
on poles when they were perfectly 
entitled to use the truck. 

His Worship concurred and 
passed sentence as already stated. 

In another charge of intimida- 
tion, preferred against a third 
man by Inspector Watt, evidence 
was piven tothe effect that a truck 
bearing a Ioad of poultry from 
the depot near the Sailors’ Home 
was stopped on the Praya by a 
crowd. Sgatence of three months’ 
hard labour was inflicted by the 
same Magistrate.
